'*My husband does most of 
the walking now. When he 
needs me, he lignals ljy torch 
and I join him.

"I have been trying for 
yean to get a Life Line tele- 
phone put out here. The 
nearest public Jelephonc iii. 
duH-n at the post office, and 
desperate people often 
don't know its poaitlun^ or [| 
could he out oi order. Having 
a direct line to Life Line, 
and lo someone they know 
they can trust, could save 
many livei,*' 

Another iuiggestion Mr. 
and Mrs- X feel nrtighl be 
helpful could be a small hoi 
or ghed. wjlh thp door eon- 
limiatly open and a light 00. 
Hot drinks or a few bottlea 
of a harder type could be 
prov'ided and Himeone who 



would &pend th« time lu a 
counsellor. 

'"I would say that jimt 
about everyone in the Wat- 
son^s Bay area hai helped in 
some way to save a life at 
the Gap, and I know that 
about half a dozen people 
around here patrol with Cht3 
in mind," Mrs. X sid. 

*'Tlje vast majority of 
would-be suicides don^t need 
pfotectinn in a Enrntal 
asyhim. In fact, most are 
wfyit IJfe line refers to as 
^arademy award winners* 
who gn 10 the Gap, not lo 
cummit luiride hut to draw 
altcntiun to themselves from 
a lamily or husband, to J bow 
them what they could dp if 
they wwhed, 

"The Life Line staff keep 
the gossip away from these 
people's neighbors. An 
attempted su cide has to live 
with the Ihougbt fur the reisl 
of hb life. 

"I fupp«»e, in a way, it is 
a form of mental aickn^ 
but one ihai practically 
every une goes through al 
some tinte-— lack of money 
or mounting bilts, trying to 
live up to the Joneses^ which 
gels a ioi of people into 
trouble. It's a sicknc^ that 
ran be cured and not by put* 
ling someone away. 

'"Mosi wtpuld'bes al the

Just in need of love and 
understanding. Life Line 
knows thij and ts doing a 
rnarveliou* job at rehabilita- 
tion." 

Although Mr. and Mrs, X 
are not members of Life 
Line, they are constantly 
railed npon by that organisa- 
tion to investigate the many 
calLs that rome through (o 
the centre jn Darlinghurst, 
whether from hoajcers or 
pec^ie sincerely in need nl 
help,

"Tajci-drivers are atvt very 
helpful and always alen/' 
said X. '*Tbey can tell 

when a fare to the Gap might 
end in suicide- The police, 
to<r, do a marvellfflis job — I 
have seen them risk ihfdr 
lives eoimiless. lim^es. 

"A bt cl youQg people go 
lo the Gap — and many in 
the school- or university-age 
group ire eaniMt in their 
desire lo end their lives. 

"k*s a very impressionable 
age and many parents don*t 
realiK Ihr harm they can do 
ta their children by pi,iahing 
them too far. 

"Vou wouldn*t heliiive the 
tragedy that lies behind these 
teenagers' lives ufittl you see 
the newspaper lying at the 
lop of the Gap, opened al 
the page listing exam results. 
It's such a i^'aste of UJe." 



As Mrs, X said, '*Thif Gap 
b very well named— il's a gap 
in human relationship that 
jihoiild be filled and with out- 
stretched hands. 

"People who come lo the 
Cap with suicide in mind 
despernteJy want to talk to 
$omeonE who will listen with 
an open mind. It fJiould be 
a hujiband or lover, even 
jncenis, but by life's turn of 
events it has to be my hus- 
band or my self. 

The Rev. Alan Walker, 
superintendmt of the Central 
Methodist Cfamch, which 
opcnles life line^ com- 
mented on the telephone sug- 
gtetion: 

'^Life Line would welcame 
a direct iink from the Gap 
to Ihe Life Line Centre in 
Datrlmghutsi. We believe that 
such a link would result in 
the saving of Uvfs. For the 
telephot^e link to be effective 
there would need to be a sign 
drawing attention lo tht 
phone. A sign at Niagara 
Falb, in America, teltmg 
wr^uld-be suicides that help 
is av;il]abk has greatly 
reduced the suicide rate 
therr." 

In July, 1964, Woollahi^ 
Council agreed to the erec- 
tion of a sign at the Gap. 
The 7ft, by 4{t. sign, to tw 
lit at nigktr was to read: 
^There is always someone 
who cares at the Life Line 
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CcmtfL If you are in any 
kind of tnjuble, ring life 
Un^ now, 31-097 L Help 11 
as dose a*i the telephone." 

On November 2, 196*^ the 
decision to erect the sign wiks 
rescinded. 

According 10 police statis- 
tic^ the Gap has the highest 
rate of i^jicidf^i and attempted 
suicktes in AnatJ^lia. In the 
past four year^ 13 pet^k 
have died there.

Across the whole of 
the front of the house is o 120ft.-]or^ 
patio^ poved in exposed oggregate tJles, 
which catches the inorning sun ond the cool 
of temoofi breezes, and hos on ever-chang[n0 
view of the wofer, 

Mr. ond Mrs. Small have used as much 
Queensland natural wood and stone as pos- 
sibfe. They have used locolly quarried slate 
in many original ways- — in a crazy potch- 
work pottem on the brrdge, in a formal 
geometric pattern on the walls and floor of 
the entrance hoi J, and as o striking divider 
between sitting-room and dining area. Slate 
hos oiso been used to form o high wall 
outside, which screens part of the house from 
public view. Here, to let in some light, 
interesting "peepholes" of anttque white 
wrought- iron hove been Set in the wall. 
Queens/ond block bean hos been used for 
much of the panelling and furniture. 

In the furnishings, gold tonings are used 
throughout the house, including the gold 
corpet in the sitting-room, the gilt-flowered 
garlands on one woll, the heavy nubbly silk 
gofd curtains. 

The house is that rare combination — 
luxurious finishes and understoted elegance 
that yet preserve a honrwiy and comfortoble 
atmosphere.
